The importance of a happy driver is recognised with 
the inclusion of an attractive and ergonomically 
designed driver's compartment, with its fully 
adjustable seat, steering column and instrument 
binnacle, all carefully positioned for ease of use. 


Other features include all 
switches and warning lights 
grouped together in an easily 
reached ‘soft touch’ panel, plus 
a Vehicle Information Centre 
that monitors all software and 
running data as well as 
providing a rapid access portal 
for the vehicle’s diagnostic 
processes — all available at the 
touch of a button on a large 
clear-view display panel. 


Lower cost of operation was a driving force in the 
design and engineering of Enviro400 and has been 
achieved through both detail improvements and major 
advances in downtime minimisation. 


Notable examples include the use of a quickly detachable 
nearside front chassis member and associated body panels. 
Customer research and vehicle clinics identified this as an area 
vulnerable to accident damage, and hence the development of 
a design solution that offers quick and cost-effective repairs. 
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A further example is 
the revolutionary new 
fuel tank, shaped to 
parallel the stair profile, 
it allows more efficient 
body packaging, yet is 
more accessible for 
maintenance than a 
conventional tank. 
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Double decks remain at the heart of the UK public transport 
system, a testament to the fact that they are fuel-efficient, 
highly manoeuvrable and carry more people in a 12.0m 
‘footprint’ than any other vehicle.

A breakthrough in seating capacity has been achieved by 
adopting a clean sheet approach. Using a mixture of lateral 
thinking and attention to detail, Alexander Dennis have 
created an attractive and spacious new interior with up to 33 
seats in the lower saloon — giving the short wheelbase two- 
door Enviro400 more seats than the previous long wheelbase 
equivalent. 


Up to seven new seats are available at the front of the bus. 
Three of these are directly behind the driver and immediately 


adjacent to the entry platform. They are made possible by the 
combination of an ingenious space-forming staircase design 


that creates a seat under the stairs, and by optimising the 
layout of the front nearside body area. 


There’s further extra seating in mid-wheelbase, thanks to 
more efficient use of space in the wheelchair area along with 
optimised seat positions at the rear and a slightly 
repositioned exit door.
